the Legislature can devise rules for the 
regulation ef the militiz, without de- 
priving them of any ofthe essential pri- 
vileges.of freemen, & subjecting them, 
for offences undefined, to the most cruel 
and oppribrious punishment. 

We tsketheliberty also of submitting 
tothe Legislaturc, he propriety of æ 
dopling’a system cf general education. 
No subject upon which its wisdom can 
be employed is of more vital impor- 
tance, or cam have a mere iraperative 
slaim to its attention. ——Gevernments 
like those under which we heve the 
happiness to live, depend (or their ex- 
istence and prosperity upon the intelli 
gence end virtue of its citizens, and to 
place the means of education witbin the 
reach ofavery déscription of the peopls 
ought tobe the primary concern, as it is 
ithe unquestionable duty of the Legisla- 
ture of every free State. I is one a- 


mong the many causes which we have | 


fer deploring the present war, that it di- 
minishes those resources which ought 
0 be employed in tho education ef eur 
youth, We stiil, however, think, thar 
if in the opinion of the Legislature funde 
can be spared forthe purpose, the work 
should be commenced, and a system 
matured [or the esiablinhment of schools 
in every part of the State. 

The amount of claims for pay and ra- 
tions of militia, culled into service in the 
course of last summer, already sancti 
oued by this department, exceeds one 
hundred and six thousard dollars. A 
more particular account cannot at this 
time be given, as the board is still act- 
ing upon these claims and many of them 
pate yet to arrive. 

For the purchase of arms and milita- 
ry stores, orders have becn drawn tothe 
amount of sixty nine thousand siz bun 
dred and seventy five dollars, but a 
considerable is yet due on this ac- 
count,
